‘'21—A nursing home here that 
was cited by the Missouri De- 
partment of Health last August 
for failing to meet the minimum 
requirements for licensing is 
still in operation with about 20 
patients, inquiry by the Post- 
Dispatch showed today. 

The Butler county prosecut- 
ing attorney at the time, Rex 
Henson, recalled today that he 
advised the operator, the Rev. 
Reba Childréss, a woman Meth- 
odist minister, to close it, but 
that she did not. 

That was near the end of the 
year. Henson was going out of 
office Dec. 31, and he did not 
pursue the matter, he said. 

Health Department inspectors 
had found that the home, the 
Goodwill Nursing home, on U.S. 
Highway 67, needed fire extin- 
guishers, was using improperly 
vented heaters, had inadequate 
sanitation and not enough em- 
ployes. Efforts of the inspec- 
tors to get matters improved 
were unsuccessful, and the re- 
sort to the prosecutor followed.

_—Salaries of circuit judges in

The dill would in- 
crease the contribution of the 
political subdivisions toward 
payment of judicial salaries 
from $3000 to $5000 a year. The 
state pays the rest. 

Bill to Attract Industry. 


After somewhat heated de- 
bate, the House passed and 
sent to the Senate a measure 
to provide the machinery for 
issuance of bonds by munici- 
palities for development of in- 
dustrial properties to be leased 
or sold to private industry. 

Purpose of the measure, ap- 
proved 117 to 10, is to attract 
industry to smaller cities and 
towns.

dollars a trip. 

Hansen later told a reporter 
this cost was for the long trip 
around the tip of Africa from, 
the Middle East fields. He said 
he did not know whether the 
million dollars covered the oil 
| and freight or was profit.

Hansen said the plan to alle- 
viate oil shortages in Europe 
caused by blockage of the Suez 
canal and the blasting of pipe- 
lines was working reasonably 
well. 


He said also Justice Depart- 
ment officials “have been able 
to conduct a day-to-day watch 
over functioning of the indus- 
try groups formed under the 
plan.” 

He stressed that the “volun- 
tary agreement”. could be ter- 
minated at any time by the At- 
torney General “at the first 
real showing that the partici- 
pants are misusing the immuni- 
ties from anti-trust prosecu- 
tion given by the agreement.”

Establishment of a four- -year | 
state college in the St. Clair- | 
Madison county area with fa- 
cilities by 1970 for a minimum 
enrollment of 10,000 students 
was recommended yesterday to 
the Illinois Higher Education 
Commission by Prof. John E. 
Ivey, Atlanta (Ga.) educator. 
His report, which has not yet 
represented

Ivey, 


10 fastest growing sections of 
Illinois, said there was a “clear 
need” for such an institution 
there. It should not be a 
branch of any existing institu- 
tion, he asserted, and should be 
designed for day students and 
part time night pupils.

PARIS, Feb. 21 (AP) — Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon has 
quietly canceled a proposed 
stopover in Rabat, Morocco, in 
order to avoid any possible 
wounding of French sensibili- 
ties.

Such an order would hurt 
practically any country, but 
israel probably more than any 
other. The reason is that Israel 
relies for its economic survival 
on “extraordinary” dollar pay- 
ments made by the United 
States Government and private 
citizens outside of normal trade. 

Israel's foreign trade is 
gravely out of balance. In 1955 
imports were $326,000.000 and 
exports only $86,000,000. Many 
of the imports are vital to 
Israel's development and eco- 
nomic life. They include, for 
example, most of the country’s 
food and fuel.

Financing the Heart Fight 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A President had polio, and a 
March of Dimes research program 
has licked polio. Another President 
has had heart disease. When the 
monies collected for heart research 
can be advanced from $1.20 annually 
per victim, as now, to the $957 col- 
lectéd per polio victim, perhaps we 
will ‘lick heart disease, too. 

The money someone gave for re- 
search in heart disease and heart 
surgery saved my life. I, therefore, 
want to aid the drive of heart or- 
gatiizations to raise money for heart 
research. About 100,000 persons in 
the United States today have had 
heart surgery; and the majority of 
these feel similarly obligated, espe- 
cially the 2000 such persons united 
in a nation-wide organization called 
“Mended Hearts.” 

Wives should understand that the 
conquest of ‘heart disease will re- 
duce their chance of premature 
widewhood. 

Some 10,000,000 persons in this 
country currently have heart dis- 
ease’ in some form (one out of 16), 
including 500,000 children of school 
age. In 1955, diseases of the heart 
and circulation were responsible for 
53 per cent of all deaths at all ages. 
Of those who died, 29 per cent were 
under 65. 

Because of research in heart dis- 
ease, a famous President who had 
a héart attack also made a dramatic 
return to the living. Wouldn't it 
be a wonderful thing if, in his 
name, all Americans rallied to sup- 

rt the Heart Fund and it snow- 
allea@ into a great victory over 
cardiac illnesses?

Short of Sanctions 


President Eisenhower's address Wednesday 
night was evidently designed to bring max- 
imum moral pressure on Israel without specific- 
ally threatening economic sanctions. 

His statement that the United Nations has no 
choice but “to exert pressure upon Israel” can 
be construed as leaving the door open to sanc- 
tions of an nomic, financial or even military 


nature. But at another point, when he deplored . 


the possibility that the United States might have 
“to subject Israel to the same type of moral 
pressure as is being applied to the Soviet Union,” 
he seemed to be contemplating less drastic 
measures, such as a simple resolution of con- 
demnation like that In the case of Hungary. 

No doubt the ambiguity was calculated. The 
President, like everybody else, unquestionably 
prefers not to have to resort to punishment for 
Israel, and hopes that the Ben-Gurion Govern- 
ment will vet accede to the general demand for 
completion of the withdrawal from Egypt. He 
wanted to let Israel know that this country will 
support continued U.N. action to that end, but 
refrained from blueprinting precisely what kind 
of action we will seek. 

. . . 

Mr. Eisenhower is quite right in saying that 
Israel's default should not be “ignored” because 
the U.N, has previously failed to apply the 
stiffest possible measures against the Soviet 
Union and Egypt for their’ defiance of U.N. 
sentiment. Nevertheless, as he must recognize, 
it would be extremely difficult for this country 
to sponsor against Israel punishment which it is 
unwilling to sponsor against Russia and Egypt. 

The United Nations as such {fs practically 
debarred from applying sanctions. The Security 
Council is effectively paralyzed by veto, and 
the General Assembly can only recommend 
steps to be taken by individual nations. The 
issue then is what kind of U.N. recommenda- 
tion this country might, with all the influence 
it wields in the Assembly, support. 

The President said Russia’s size, power and 
Security Council veto make it relatively im- 
pervious to any sanctions beyond moral dis- 
approval. In fact, however, the Assembly could 
adopt tomorrow a resolution recommending that 
member states cut off trade with Russia, just 
as it could have adopted a resolution recom- 
mending economic boycott of Egypt at any time 
during the past five years. Since this was not 
done, and since the United States did not ask 
that it be done, our diplomats would now be 
hard put to explain why it should be done in 
the case of Israel alone. 

° * + 

This is why we must all hope that Israel will 
help avert a serious crisis for the U.N. by ac- 
cepting, as Britain and France have already 
accepted, the moral weight of world opinion as 
sufficient reason for modifying its policy. 

The President went a long way, in his address, 
to strengthen the assurances already given that 
the Gaza strip shall not be used as a base for 
further attacks on Israel, and that the Straits 
of Tiran shall not be used for a blockade. 

Now Brifain has offered a further assurance 
by announcing that it will sponsor a U.N. res- 
olution positively guaranteeing free passage 
through the Gulf of Aqaba. The issue is up 
to Israel. 

As the President said, the United States can- 
not “countenance the use of force as a means 
of settling international differences and gaining 
national advantages.” It cannot support “the 
proposition that a nation which invades another 
should be permitted to exact conditions for 
withdrawal.” 

Surely Prime Minister Ben-Gurion and his 
colleagues will not forfeit the good will and 
sympathy of many of their best friends. Their 
duty is to complete the withdrawal, and to rely 
on the conscience and good faith of the U.N. 
for protection against future Arab belligergncy. 
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The V.F.W. Speaks for News 


Few organizations in this country have been 
more violently opposed to Communft China 
than the Veterans of Foreign Wars. But con- 
ceding this, the V.F.W.’s commander-in-chief, 
Cooper T. Holt of Chattanooga, says the State 
Department's policy of banning American re- 
porters from Red China is wrong.

Commander Holt had more to say about the 
Secretary of State’s arguments, but the basic 
question is this: How can the V.F.W., or any 
other group, or any American citizen, properly 
consider the grave public issues regarding China 
if they receive little information about that 
country except what its Communist government 
tells them? .While Secretary Dulles bars the 
door to a free press, he is serving guesswork, 
ignorance and propaganda. 
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Dubious Choice 


There is at least one pending White House 
appointment that the Senate ought to look at 
from every angle.

At this point in its stady an inquiring com- 
mittee should be able to make some determina- 
tions as to what kinds of safety devices it would 


be feasible to require by law in nursing homes. . 


The requirement should be as much ‘as the 
operator can reasonably afford at the price his 
patients.can reasonably pay. 

Distinctions should be made among various 
types of homes. The Association of Licensed 
Nursing Homes ought to withdraw its objections 
to the efforts of the Missouri State Nursing and 
Allied Homes Association to have homes clas 
sified, on the basis of the kinds of care pro- 
vided, in legislation pending at Jefferson City. 
As St. Louis County Health Commissioner 
Domke has said, the lumping together in state 
law of nursing, rest and boarding homes makes 
enforcement “difficult and in some cases almost 
impossible.” 

Whatever laws the Legislature comes up with, 
we sincerely trust it will provide for the staff 
and money to enforce them. One of those staffs 
should be that of a State Fire Marshal. With- 
out such an official, Missouri lacks a state in- 
spection agency sufficiently trained in fire-pre- 
vention techniques. 

Solution of the problems of care for Mis- 
souri’s elderly people will require the thought 
and effort of local and state officials, legis- 
lators, nursing home owners, relatives of pa- 
tients and the ranks of taxpayers. 
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Not Their Clock 


‘lue Missouri House bill to prohibit daylight 
time in Missouri is not aimed at Missouri, but 
at St. Louis. Karely have outstate legislators 
proposed such discriminatory action against the 
staie’s largest urban area. Seldom has the state 
attempted such interference with the habits of 


‘the people of one locality. 


This is a particularly personal matter. When 
St. Louis adopted daylight time, it had no inten- 
tion of dictating time to people anywhere else. 
The city people here simply wanted the advan- 
tages of an extra hour of sunlight in the summer 
months of outdoor living. But neither did St. 
Louisans dream that other Missourians would 
attempt to tell them how to set their clocks. 

Representative N. G. Abbott of Stockton fold 
the House Public Safety Committee, which 
approved the ban on daylight time, that St. Louis 
time was “confusing” to outstate visitors. Mr. 
Abbott's Cedar county is roughly 200 miles from 
St. Louis, If he visits here, he is welcome—on 
our time. We doubt if many of his 10,000 con- ~ 
stituents would want to tell a million St. Louis- 
ans how to keep time. 

As for what time is “confusing,” that is Repre- 
sentative Abbott’s own problem. St. Louis can 
still tell the time of day, daylight or standard. 
We hope the bill’s sponsors can do so, too. 
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Neuberger Replies to Knowland 

Senator Knowland is a strange delegate to 
the United Nations even though he was chosen 
for that post by a firm believer in the U.N., 
President Eisenhower. A few days ago the Cali- 
fornia Republican made an address in Washing- 
ton in which he said that the U.N. was “over- 
sold” to the American people. He called for 
banning the veto in the Security Council in in- 
ternational disputes and said that ff Russia 
walked out as a result “so be it.” In short, he 
is ready and willing to break up the U.N. . 

Some member of Senator Knowland’s party 
ought to have spoken up in defense of the U.N., 
which the President so frequently praises, but it 
remained for a Demecrat, Senator Neuberger, 
to take the Senate floor on the U.N.'s side. The 
Oregonian made a strong speech in which he 
said that the Republican leader's “one-sided at- 
tacks lead one to wonder why he is so intent 
on weakening the faith of the people of America 
in the one international forum where debate 
may possibly forestall a fight.” 

It is hard to come to any other conclusion 
than that Senator Knowland does not believe in 
the U.N. If he believed in it, he surely would 
be attempting to strengthen it, not to discredit it. 
The next time President Eisenhower has the 
opportunity to appoint a delegate for this nation 
to the U.N. why would it not be a good idea for 
him to find out if the prospective representative 
believes in it and wants to help make it work?

Independent study shows 36 per cent of Americans over age 65 
have no income of own, 38 per cent have less than $1000 a 
year; they represent increasing share of population; growing 
prosperity of nation poses challenge of better care for aged.

The United States is a land of plenty 
—but not if you're over 65 years of age. 
Nearly three quarters of Americans be- 
yond 65 either have no income of their 
own—or earn less than $1000 a year. 
And you know how well you can live 
on $20 a week. 


There are signs of betterment on 
the horizon. Both political parties ad- 
vocate higher Social Security benefits 
and there are indications that adequate 
care for older people will be less and 
less a burden on our economic system. 

Nevertheless, among the rapidly in- 
creasing population over 65, 36 per 
cent have no income whatever, 38 per 
cent have less than $1000, while 11 
per cent havé an income between $1000 
and $2000. In many cases, these in- 
comes must do not only for the individ- 
ual earning the money—but often sup- 
port a spouse and other members of 
the family. Only 15 per cent of the 
oldsters over 65 earn or receive more 
than $2000 a year. 

This is a summary from a compre- 
hensive report made by John J. Cor- 
son, a former director of the Bureau 
of Old-Age and Survivors’ Insurance, 
and John W. McConnell, professor at 
Cornell University. The findings hive 
been published in “Economic Needs of 
Older People,” a text of 533 pages by 
the Twentieth Century Fund, a non- 
profit foundation for research on eco- 
nomic and social problems, 

Older persons in our population 
(those over 65) are steadily increasing 
not only in number, but in proportion 
to the total population. Since 1900, 
the number of persons 65 and over has 
increased four times while the total 
population has only doubled. The over- 
65s now number over 14,000,000. 


It is an unhappy fact that while older 
persons make up a larger share of the 
population than formerly, a vast pre- 
ponderance of these older folks are 


well below the average for the 
ulation. 


The report notes that unemployment 
is at a minimum from ages 35 to 44, 
rising gradually between 45 and 64. 
At age 65 there is a marked increase 
in unemployment. And, once unem- 
ployed, older workers find it difficult 
to secure new jobs. 


A significant point brought out by 
this study which is often overlooked 


in an individual's plans for retirement - 


is the matter of health. Among per- 
sons over 65, one tenth to one third are

have about twice as many disabling 
a week or longer as 
persons aged to 64. Moreover, the 


average disabling illness of the aged

er group. A study made by the Bureau 
of Old-Age and Survivors’ Insurance 
found that no more than three fifths 
of those who had been hospitalized 
during the survey years were able to 
pay the hospital charge, even in part, 
from their own resources. 

It is a situation which reflects either 
upon our sense of justice or upon the 
soundness of our social and economic 
system, or both. Yet, all is not com- 
pletely dark for citizens of advanced 


years.

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ful. Though the over-65s are increéas- 
ing twice as fast as the general popula- 
tion and despite the increased benefits 
recommended, the study suggests that 
the burden on the rest of the popule- 
tion will decrease rather than increase.

In the first place, older persons are 
simply one element in the total non- 
population. Children, invalids, 
housewives, retired persons and others 
are included in the total nonworking 
segment. And this total nonworking 
group is growing proportionately 
smaller rather than larger.

The book primartly is pictorial, 
introductions to some of the chapters 
written by widely known persons in 
their fields and a foreword by Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr., head of United States 
delegation to the United Nations. It 
is not a Who's Who of the American 
Negro. Miss Chambers says: “... my 
aim has been to acquaint readers with 
the role the colored people play in 
American life.” 

“It was during my travels abroad (in 
Germany, South America and the Ca 
ribbean area) that I realized how wide- 
‘spread was the information-about the 
negative factors of the American Ne- 
gro's existence,” she writes.

E. R. Kellersberger Says 
_ Americans Are Not Aware 
of Obligation. 


Americans still tend to be too 
provincial and are not suffi- 
ciently aware of their obligation 
‘to less fortunate peoples else- 
where in the world, Dr. Eugene 
R. Kellersberger, who spent 25 
years as a medical missionary 
in the Belgian Congo, said here 
yesterday. : 
Dr. Kellersberger, who re- 
ceived his medical degree at 
| Washington University School 
| of Medicine in 1915, was one 
of 12 alumni honored last night 
at a special Founders’ Day pro- 
gram at Graham Memorial 
Chapel. 

He retired in 1953 as general 
secretary of American Leprosy 
Missions Inc. after winning in- 
ternational distinction for his 
| work in fighting Africari sleep- 
‘ing sickness and leprosy at 
| medical stations he established 


‘at Bibanga, in the Kasai region 
of the Congo. 

Dr. Kellersberger, an or- 
dained Presbyterian minister, 
said he had some times been 
asked by his fellow-Americans 
whether it was not pointless to 
spend money in such places as 
Africa and India. He said he 
was inclined to reply rather 
bluntly, having learned much in 
his travels about the inter- 
dependence of péoples. 


“We Americans tend to be|7 op 


submerged in ourselves,’ he 
said. “These people need not 
only our money, but our love.” 

In the case of Africa, Dr. Kel- 
lersberger said, the United 
States is paying a tremendous 
debt that it owes to the Negro 
people for having trafficked in 
human. slavery. He said the 
debt was being paid, too, in 
terms of the racial problems in 
this country. 

Dr. Kellersberger was born 
at Cypness Mill, Tex., the son 
of a Confederate army officer. 
He paid tribute to progress of 
Negro peoples in Africa toward 
independence, and said that he 
had the warmest personal feel- 
ings toward them. He deplored 
extremist attitudes on racial 
issues in the United States.

Y mother was still living 

with her husband, Charles 

Gordon Allen, in Washing- 
ton in a house on Woodley road. 
Aunt Bessie was with her. I was 
alarmed by my mother’s appear- 
ance. She was thin to the point 
of emaciation; and the clear 
complexion that she had car- 
ried serenely into middle age 
was now overlaid with an ashy 
grayness. 

As I entered her bedroom on 
the second floor and went to 
her, she cried, “Oh, Wallis, why 
did they bring you so far? Have 
you come to see me die?” 

She had awakened one morn- 
ing to find the sight strangely 
gone from one eye. The doctor's 
examination revealed serious 
trouble—a thrombosis. Harden- 
ing of the arteries had been an 
aggravating cause; since my 
mother had little confidence in 
doctors and had avoided them 
for years, it had developed un- 
noficed. 

It was heartbreaking to see 
reduced to helplessness a wom- 
an who had always been so self- 
reliant and so seemingly invin- 
cible. Suspecting that this would 
be her last illness, she never- 
theless managed to summon up 
those reserves of Will and forti- 
tude that I had always seen in 
her, and in my presence she

My mother i Ernest for the 
first time unger these melan- 


choly circumstances. She seemed 
to like him instantly. I knew 
that it meant much to her peace 
of mind to kpow that I was 
safely and happily married.

Like explosives, she needs to 
be handled with care.”

RNEST replied that he was 
Fi wen aware of the explosive 

content but had no misgiv- 
ings. 

“I’m glad,” said my mother. 
“Still there have been times 
when I was afraid of having put 
too much of myself into her— 
too much of the heart, that is, 
and not enough of the head.” 

After a week or so Ernest had 
to return to London because 
of his business. I stayed on for 
another fortnight. My mother 
and I had many long talks 
together about my life in 
London. 

One day she asked, “Are you 
ever lonely?” 

“Sometimes,” I 
“But never for long.” 

“Well, never be afraid of 
loneliness. I’ve been lonely, too. 
Many times. Loneliness has its 
purpose. It teaches us to think.” 

My mother’s condition did not 
improve, but neither did it grow 
worse. The doctor advised me 
that she might continue in the 
same condition for two or three 
years. 

I was in a dreadful quandary, 
torn between my desire to be 
with her and whatIfelttobe my 
responsibilities toward Ernest.

come preposterous. London was 
now my home. 

Ernest met me at Southamp- 
ton and on the drive back out- 
lined his plans for our sum- 
mer. He was eager to show me 
the real England, beyond Lon- 
don—the sea hamlets of Devon 
and Cornwall, the Lake Coun- 
try, the Cotswolds, the moors. 

With characteristic methodi- 
calness, Ernest had laid out an 
elaborate program of sight-see- 
ing that would take us every 
weekend to a different part of 
England. Needless to say, the 
focal point of all of these ex- 
cursions was either a famous 
cathedral or a castle. 

He made quite a ceremony 
of these weekend excursions. 
We would start from London 
early Saturday morning and 
stop for lunch at one of the 
little places along the way that 
were notable for their cuisine. 
Then we would drive on top ar- 
rive in time for dinner at the 
inn where he had engaged 
rooms for us, which was near 
the site of his historical objec- 
tive. 

Ernest was never happier 
than when roaming around 
ancient buildings, searching out 
for himself the architectural de- 
tails he had read about in prepa- 
tion for the visit.

Fix It Yourself

The Wrong Bases for Composi- 
tion Floors. 


NE of the things we hope 
0 everyone will do in 1957 is 

not to put composition 
flooring such as linoleum or 
asphalt tile down over a floor 
that is not properly prepared 
for this type of material. 


For example, you don't want 
to put any sort of composition 
flooring down on a basement 
floor if the basement becomes 
wet at any time during the year. 
You don’t want to put it direct- 
ly over a cold concrete floor 
because this means that the 
composition flooring will also 
be cold. 


Put a wood subfloor over the 
concrete and then apply the 


composition flooring to this. 
The wood base will prevent the 
composition flooring becoming 
hilled from the concrete. If 
- have a concrete floor that 
sweats in the warm humid 
weather, a composition flooring 
over it is going to sweat too, 
so put down that wood subfloor 
in this case too. 


We hope and trust that no 
one will spend the time and 
money applying composition 
flooring over a single thickness 
of wood floor because in a short 
time the composition flooring 
will either crack or becdme 
lined with ridges. The thing to 
do here is to cover the single 
thickness of flooring with ply- 
wood or hardboard and apply 
the new flooring over this.

“Gourmand”—in its original 
French use—meant a glutton, a 
person who eats too much and 
too indiscriminately. Even to- 
day the word retains something 
of this meaning, for while a 
gourmand may be a judge of 
fine foods, he is usually in- 
clined to indulge more heavily 
in them than the true gourmet, 
So, incredible as it seems,

‘yn the South, society underwent its most drastic change 

With the loss of what is still called the War Between the 

States. But it has not stopped changing. 

J2= The four-word title of Margaret Mitchell's epochal 
- ee novel did provide a broad- 
ly accurate summation of 
what happened to a way of 
life identified in most 
Northern minds with white 
pillars, magnolias ang spir- 
ited beauties in crinolines. 

Here are the kinds of 
disparate changes that 
have affected three con- 
trasting communities in 
® the years since the far- 
reaching jolt of Lee’s sur- 
render: 

1. New Orleans, its cul- 
ture long sweetened by sugar and enriched by cotton, is 
giddy ‘with oil as it prepares for Mardi Gras on March 5. 
A Texas millionaire was king of one of the lesser carnival 
balls in 1950. Two years later, his horse won the Louisiana 
Derby. Its name: Gushing Oil. 

2. Atlanta, which, according to one resident, did not 
even become “Southern” until the publication of “Gone 
With the Wind” in 1936, has relatively little time for ‘so- 
ciety.’ In January, 1956, men impatient at the virtual im- 
possibility of getting into the most exclusive club simply 
formed one of their own, Now it has a waiting list, too. 

3. Charleston, fortified by memories of a golden age 
between the Revolution and the Civil War, long resisted any 
diminution of the role of the St. Cecelia Society as absolute 
dictator of the debutante system. But at last it gave up. A 
girl may now make her bow in Charleston without going to 
the St. Cecelia Ball.

Tuesday (Mardi Gras). 
Carnival was brought to 
New Orleans by Latin set- 
tlers, who, as Roman Cath- 
olics, followed the tradition 
of feasting and merrymak- 
ing before the fast of Lent. 

The Krewes are private 
social organizations. The 
top balls cannot be attend- 
ed by Jews, of whom there 
are about 10,000 in the 
city. (It is pointed out 
that Mardi Gras is a Chris- 
tian observance.) 

.. Among New Orleanians who will be out of town for 
this year’s whole carnival period are Mr. and Mrs, Edgar 
B. Stern Sr. They recently made a record gift of $300,000 
to the New Orleans Philharmonic Symphony Orchestra, Mrs. 
Stern is a daughter of the late Julius Rosenwald of Chicago. 

Historically, New Orleans had a golden age between 
1830 and 1860. The first organized carnival procession took 
place here in 1838. The modern system dates to Feb. 24, 
1857, just a century ago. 

- . On that day, the Mystick Krewe of Comus made its 
SS i appearance. In the name of the spirit of revelry, 
rE us brought to bear an Anglo-Saxon sense of discipline 
and plan upon the loosely organized festival. Theretofore 
= ie reflected predominantly Creole—that is, French- 


sh—attitudes. 

To this day, the Comus ball on Mardi Gras night re- 
4 the most exclusive single event on the city’s calen- 
ae The queen of Comus outranks. the queen of carnival 
‘Yefself, who ritually calls at the former's court on the night 
of the ball.

Roasting Rock Cornish Hen Is Simplest Way of Preparing the Delicacy 


By Hoyt Alden 


RELATIVELY new bird, 
but one that seems here to 
stay, is the Rock Cornish 
game hen, a small, tender and 
delicious bird which has the 
added quality, like the squab, 
of imparting an air of elegance. 
According to some sources 
of information it is a cross be- 
tween white rock and cornish 
strains. According to others its 
a cross between the domestic 
rock Cornish hen, a smallish 


bird, and the Malayan gamecock | 


of India. Contrary to what 
many peaple think, the bird 
isn’t a ful} grown fowl of mid- 
get variety, although they never 
grow very large. The truth of 
the matter is they are cut down 
in their prime, which is when 
they weigh about a pound, 
dressed, and sent off to grace 
the tables of the ration. 

At that size each bird makes 
an ideal individual serving. The 
meat is all white and the flavor 
resembles, according to those 
who bave eaten it, that of 

use, with something of the 
vor of young chicken. 

They have been around for 
quite a while, but recently they 
have been deep-frozen and 
packaged, and are available at 
the supermarket, ready to cook. 
Perhaps one reason more per- 
sons haven't tried them is that 
they aren’t sure how to cook 
them. Well, they can be cooked 
just about any way a small guinea 
or a chicken can be cooked, 
and while some people split and 
broil them, others think they 
are at their best when stuffed 
and roasted.

OASTING is also the sim- 
R plest way to cook them. Salt 
™ and pepper them inside and 
out, stuff them, and put a piece 
of salt pork or bacon on the 
breast of each bird. Put them 
in a roaster and cook them 
about 30 minutes. When they 
are virtually done you can add 
a little consomme and perhaps 
about three jiggers of dry white 
wine, to flavor the sauce. 
There are several types of 
stuffing recommended for Rock 
Cornish Game hens. Here’s one 
I think you will like: 


Put a half pound of sausage 
meat in a skillet and cook it 
just enough to fry out the fat, 
at the same time breaking it up 
well with a fork. Chop four 
chicken livers and saute them 
in butter. Mix the sausage and 
chicken livers with a cup of 
toasted bread crumbs, and sea- 
son it with freshly ground pep- 
per, a pinch each of allspice 
and marjoram. If you like 
thyme, add a pinch of that too. 
Mix it all together and add 
enough cream to bind it. 


This will stuff four birds. 
Don’t sew them, as they cook 
rapidly and the heat has to 
penetrate. Cook them for 30 
minutes in a 375 degree oven, 
basting frequently. Before they 
are done remove the salt pork, 
or bacon. When they’re done, 
skim off the fat from the sauce, 
add a little more wine and a 
couple of teaspoons of currant 
jelly, stir well, let it cook a 
minute, and pour it over the 
birds.

Cut a big 
onion in four pieces and toss it 
in. Cut up three stalks of cel- 
ery, including some of the 
leaves, and add that. Put in a 
bay leaf, a pinch of dried mar- 
joram and two teaspoons of salt. 
When the water begins to boil 
turn down the heat and let the 
bird simmer for a couple of 
hours. 

When it’s tender, let it cool.

Then take it out, remove the 
skin and separate the meat 
from the bones. Cut the meat 
up in good-sized bites. Then 
strain the broth. Throw out 
the vegetables, keep the pot 
liguor. 


Now boil a dozen small white 
onions and a half dozen small 
carrots in salt water until 
they're just about tender. Also 
cook a can, or a frozen pack- 
age, of little lima beans. Slice 
a half pound fresh mushroows 
and saute them in a couple of 
tablespoons of butter. Then 
blend in two tablespoons of 
flour and then two cups of the 
chicken stock and stir until it 
thickens. Beat two egg yolks 
with a half cup of cream and 
after taking the saucepan off
